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Interim Week 79 brought an array of intriguing subjects to North Shore's 8th through 12th 
graders. The November week involved all students in a rich variety of sustained, in-depth ex¬ 
periences which scattered them far and wide. The farthest journey was made by the London 
Theatre group , with 16 students exploring the cultural riches of London. Two other trips were an 
Island Experience on Washington Island , Wisconsin and a Camping Retreat to the Winnetka 
Woods. Locally, students delved into Law Week, French Immersion, Grassroots Politics, Early 
Childhood Education, Chicago Theatre, Chicago News Broadcasting, Scuba Certification, 
Photography, Science Overview, Computer, Media Extravaganza, Working with Handicapped 
Children, Money, Its Ups and Downs, and Auto Mechanics, which Brian Perkins , a junior from Wil¬ 
mette, pictured above, joined. Twenty-nine students developed individual internships ranging from 
beginning work on a pilot license , veterinary assistants, to interning at the Chicago Board of Trade.

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From top to bottom the entire science department at North Shore boasts a sparkling update this 
Fall. The three science rooms - biology, chemistry, and physics - a new computer room and office, 
as well as the greenhouse, are magnificent. 

Begun last winter with a most generous gift given anonymously in memory of Rosemarie K. 
Smith (Mrs. George D. II), the new facilities are a remarkable advancement from the former set-up. 

On the long list of major improvements are new marble topped laboratory tables with electrical, 
gas and water outlets within reach of students, new cabinets and drawers for chemicals and the 
latest and best equipment for excellent programs. The rooms have been designed for beauty, com¬ 
fort, and for efficiency in learning and teaching. There is carpeting and new tiling, new lighting in 
dropped ceilings and a fire safety sprinkling system. 

Mac McCarty, Biology teacher, is most enthusiastic and says, "I find my room, facilities, and 
equipment to be a tremendous improvement. The biology room has all the improvements plus a 
hydroponic grow shelf for plant life where plants will thrive during winter's cold and lack of light. 
The greenhouse is being renovated and to date the glass has been changed to plexiglass, the heating 
coils have been replaced and an auxiliary gas heating unit has been installed to insure regulated 
heating regardless of outside weather conditions. The remodeled rooms, the additional equipment 
and facilities have given us a new dimension for the teaching of science. I know that my own en¬ 
thusiasm for teaching is increased, and I believe that I see the same kind of enthusiasm among the 
students. We are most grateful for this great gift." 

Dedication of this generous contribution was made at commencement exercises last June, when 
the following plaque was read: The North Shore Country Day School Science Facility given in 
loving memory of Rosemarie K. Smith, October 15, 1931 - February 21, 1978. 


Science Department 
Revels in Refurbished Facilities 
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Introducing Dick Hall, 
North Shore's 5th Headmaster 


"A good school is a place where people care about ideas, where people are 
allowed to think, where people are allowed to imagine...where people respect 
one another, try to help one another, and care about one another," declared 
Dick Hall in opening remarks to the first Morning Ex at his new school, and 
he has set his path accordingly. 

North Shore's fifth headmaster assumed his role last summer with vitality 
and enthusiasm. A man of warmth and keen humor, Dick Hall is a close 
listener who can readily translate ideas into action. And an appreciation of 
people is basic to him. 

A New Englander, Mr. Hall brings a solid independent school background 
to North Shore beginning with his own secondary school experience at St. 
George's School in Newport, Rhode Island. He attended Trinity College with 
a major in English and Modern Languages where he became active in 
dramatic organizations and was president of the Trinity College Jesters. His 
master's degree from L'Ecole Francaise of Middlebury College in 1968 was 
preceded by a summer at La Sorbonne in Paris. 

Career French and drama are two prime interests of his. As a teacher 18 
years ago at the Berkshire School in Sheffield, Massachusetts, Mr. Hall 
headed the French Department, taught drama, coached, and supervised a 
dormitory. He moved to Phillips Exeter Academy in 1967 into an expanding 
administrative role, coordinating the School Year Abroad program, chairing 
the drama program, developing a program for the Experiment in In¬ 
ternational Living, while teaching French and working in the administration 
of the Summer School.

His third school was the Seven Hills School in Cincinnati, a newly merged 
cluster where he became principal of grades 7 through 12 in 1974. His ac¬ 
tivities and involvement within the National Association of Independent 
Schools grew during those years and today he holds positions on two com¬ 
mittees - chairman of Teacher Services Committee and member of the 
Academic Committee. 

While teaching at Exeter, Dick met his future wife, Carol, who was a mem¬ 
ber of the music department. Jacques Brel is Alive and Well holds special 
memories for them. Together they produced the student show at Exeter, with 
Dick as stage director and Carol as music director. They were married in 
1975. 

Carol, a talented musician, has quickly slipped into a very active music 
world since arriving last July and is teaching both violin and viola parttime 
at Lake Forest High School and the Music Center of the North Shore. She 
also gives private lessons at the Lake Forest Institute and is principal second 
violinist with the Lake Forest Symphony. She has two grown children, 
Morris and Miriam Block, from an earlier marriage. 

Opportunities North Shore is Dick's first opportunity to direct the full 
range of students from kindergarten through high school. And as such he 
welcomes the role of being headmaster to the 'whole school'. "One of the 
strengths of our school that attracted me to North Shore is the opportunity 
to work with and know younger students," he says. "The interaction of 
mixed ages on Work Day, of kindergarteners sitting on the laps on seniors in 
Morning Ex, of an all-school Halloween program and the arrival of Upper 
School witches in the kindergarten, of older students tutoring younger 
students - these relationships are part of the education of this School/' he adds. 

Mr. Hall's day at North Shore begins with teaching an eighth grade French 
class. "It's recreation for me. Actually, it's symbolic, too. Because teaching is 
the most important job we do, I ought to have the privilege of teaching, 
too," he states. Thriving on the challenges of administrating a school, he adds.

"It's exciting. I like the problem solving," and emphasizes, "the most impor¬ 
tant thing I do is to hire the right people - people who have ideas they believe 
in that we can turn into action." 

Directions The Halls have arrived during a milestone year as the School 
celebrates its 60th Anniversary, providing a time to pause and look back as 
well as an opportunity to plan and look forward to new programs. 

On his agenda are exciting items as he develops relationships with all con¬ 
stituencies of the School, working together with parents, spending time with 
alumni, meeting with faculty and department heads to tap their goals and 
dreams, working closely with the Board of Directors, budgeting school finan¬ 
ces, and fund-raising. 

Specific projects in the works currently involve the evaluation of the 
School by the Independent Schools Association of the Central States, and 
that means a review of all aspects of school life to be made during this 
academic year. The School hopes to increase cooperative programs with the 
Music Center as well as enrich our current music curriculum, and to host two 
workshops in the Spring, one in physical education and the other in 
education for the gifted, to be sponsored by the National Association of In¬ 
dependent Schools. One of his first accomplishments this fall was the 
clarifying of student procedures which have been printed in a new school 
handbook. He places a high priority on alumni activities and plans to hold 
out-of-town dinner meetings throughout the year. Alumni Gilbert and 
Sullivan buffs will have a special opportunity to join the December 28th 60th 
Anniversary celebration of Gilbert and Sullivan at North Shore in a concert 
performance directed by Vincent B. Allison. 

Ideals A program especially appealing to Dick concerns international 
education and exchange programs. "I believe that our principal job in a 
school is to increase awareness of our own world and of the world around 
us. As a new member of the English Speaking Union, North Shore hopes to 
receive a British student in January, and through the Experiment in In¬ 
ternational Living we will welcome several foreign students midyear," he an¬ 
nounced. "We want to offer more foreign experiences for our students." 

Diversity of the student body is a primary factor Mr. Hall will strengthen. 
Through A Better Chance, a national organization which identifies bright, 
academically motivated minorities for enrollment in top independent schools 
across the country, North Shore will enroll several well-qualified students in 
Upper School. "The School has been committed to diverse enrollment for 
many years and through this program will ensure itself of continued minority 
representation with top students," Mr. Hall said. 

"We are anxious that this campus be as alive and interesting as possible. 
We recognize education comes from many different sources, both in and out 
of the classroom and throughout the year we will provide speakers and op-

portunities to exemplify this." One of his favorite quotations is from Kurt 
Vonnegut who said, "Our awareness is all that is alive and maybe sacred in 
any of us. Everything else about us is dead machinery.'" And Mr. Hall adds, 
"We might just do well to organize the entire school around that theme."
